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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

In the proposed submission filed on 6/9/06, claims 1-42 (all of those previously elected 
without traverse) have been currently canceled, claims 43-69 (previously non-elected without 
traverse) remain withdrawn, and new claims 70-78 have been currently added. However, this 
would only leave newly added claims 70-78 remaining under consideration as non-elected, 
which is non-responsive to the previous Office action mailed on 3/9/06 (see below). 

Also, the proposed specification amendments to at least paragraphs [0033]-[0035] fail to 
clearly show readily discernable markings for the changes made in response to a previous 
drawings objection (e.g., it is unclear whether or not changes to Figure "9a" in each of these 
paragraphs were meant to be Figure —[[9a]] 9 — , etc.). 

Election/Restrictions 

The amendment filed on 6/9/06 canceling all claims drawn to the elected invention 
(claims 1-42) and presenting only new claims 70-78 drawn to a non-elected invention is non- 
responsive (MPEP § 821.03). These remaining claims 70-78 (Group IV) are directed to methods 
of patterning photoresist pillars by singly exposing a single photoresist layer through a PSM, 
developing the photoresist, and optional etching of pillars in an underlying polysilicon substrate 
to form a portion of a memory cell as an invention that is independent or distinct from the 
invention of claims 1-42 (Group I), originally elected without traverse (but now currently 
canceled by Applicant). This is at least because the PSMs claimed in Group I could be used to 
practice another and materially different process than those claimed in Group IV, such as 
exposing plural photoresist layers on a non-polysilicon optical surface by using the PSMs of 
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intermediate developing and alignment to form photoresist recesses, followed by further 
developing and optional coating of the non-polysilicon optical surface through the two recessed 
photoresist patterns, without any step of etching, to form an optical non-memory device.
